WASHINGTON, February 3.—The Ha- 


waiian debate continued today in the 
house, but nothing of a, sensational na- 
ture has occurred as yet, and tlierc has 
been no break in party lines, and indi- 
cations are that the McOreary resolu-

•vote. On account of pressure for time 
it was agreed just before the house ad- 
journed to extend tho .debate until 3.30 
Tuesday afternoon, with the understand- 
ing that the Boutello resolution be in- 
eluded in the special order that a vote 
be taken at the conclusion of the de- 
bate on tho other resolution.

The 
estimates submitted to the committee for 
ISBii amounted to $38,381,002, the great- 
est saving being in the item for rivers 
and harbors, the sum recommended 
being $8,300,000 against $14,1(JG,153 in 
1894. For public- buildings and grounds 
the appropriation drops from $1,077,500 
to $(147,000; artificial limbs for soldiers 
from $1147,000 to $196,000; claims, back 
pav and bounty from $750,000 to $440, 
000.

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 


Some Interesting Facts Concerning 


Its Origin. 


EDITOR KEPUHLIOAN :—Ae tho subject 


of Sunday law is being agitated so gen- 
erally, not only in the United States, 
but also in other countries, the question 
arises aa to the cause of this wide- 
spread interest in this matter, and by 
what authority or precedent the ad- 
vocates of Sunday laws claim the right 
to enforce them upon the people. It IB 
well known that in law precedents have 
great weight, and influence largely the 
judicial decisions of the courts. Now 
we would not suppose that a decision 
by a justice of the peace in an obscure 
town would influence to any extent the 
decision of the supreme court of the 
"ilate or nation ; but on the other hand 
should a judicial decision be rendered- 
by the supreme eourt of the United 
Suites, then all the inferior courts would 
fcul comparatively .safe in making the 
same derision i" similar r.w«, for they 
would have a good precedent. 


In view of the fact that BO many men 


of high standing in the community, men 
o( culture, well versed in art, science, 
and literature, are the earnest advocates 
of Sunday laws, we would expect that 
such men" must have some noUiblp pre- 
cedent to guide and give authority to 
their action. It is possible there are 
Home, and perhaps many persons that 
have never given this mibjcct any at- 
tention or thounht, and if questioned as 
to where Sunday laws originated and 
when they were first enforced, would ho 
at a loss for an answer. Now, as I have 
looked up some authorities on this sub- 
ject, 1 will an briefly as possible give the 
text of the first Sunday law, and also 
when and where and by whom it was 
p-omulguted and enforced. But 1 will 
lirst stale that Sunday did not spring at 
once, full fledged, into notoriety or pre- 
eni'iience over the other days of tho 
week an u Ulirtatmn institution, neither 
was it at first considered a part of 
Christian ethics; but its cektbrulion 
dales back to remote antiquity, and was 
considered by thu heathen world as a 
festival in honor of their chief god, the 
sun, and set apart as sacred to that pur- 
pose.

OF GEARY. 


The Viealia Times invites Congress- 


baked Republicans. 
Thomas will be 


cordially welcomed to the Republican 
ranks if he should decide lo accept the 
invitation of the free traders, and he 
will hiive the satisfaction of knowing 
that a very large number of tho beat 
Democratic citizens of tho stale will be 
with him. 
In this connection U is per- 


tinent to note some of tlio reasons given 
by Congressman Geary for recording hie 
vote against the Wilson tariff bill. In 
the course of an argument made before 
the house on Wednesday he paid in re- 
gard to this bill : 


It does not raise the needed revenue, 


but, on the contrary, it creates a deficit 
of 
about $70,000,000 in the amount 


initially collected by customs, and we are 
told that we must raise this sum by in- 
ternal revenue taxation. Because of its 
departure from the democracy of Jeffer- 
son, Jackson and Cleveland,! I cannot 
support it. 


\\ ith charming disregard of the prom 


ites of the party, it cuts the luxuries as 
well as necessaries, atid lays it heavier 
hand relatively on tlie former than on 
the latter. J did not, ugrr:e to accept the 
decision of six n-cn in eleven, who met 
behind. closed doors in ite preparation, 
and, after presenting it to the house of 
representatives, pnicticallv denied the 
right to offer amendments to the bill or 
the, right to question the correctness of 
the measure to their fellow Democrats. 
My people did not send mo here with 
such instructions. 
If free trade and 


high protection are Democratic dichiins, 
jf neceesariea are to be taxed as much or- 
more than luxuries, then I am not a 
Democrat. Believing I am doing what 
is my duty to my people and my state 
and keeping the promisee to my party 
and myaelf made to the people of Cali- 
fornia, I must oppose thie measure. 


Are the reasons given by Mr. Geary 


not sufficient to justify the course he has 
taken? We think so, and so do a large 
majority of his constituents. Pretend- 
ing to be the party of the plain people 
of the country, this Democratic ad- 
ministration lias framed a tariff bill 
which provides more protection for the 
rich than for the poor. 


It inflicts ite heaviest penalties upon 


the struggling producers, the wool grow- 
ers, the raisin nnd fruit growers, and 
gives its benefits to the consumers of 
foreign wines and other luxuries. It 
needlessly cuts down the revenue where 
no benefit can accrue to consumers, as 
in the case of raisins and prunes, and 
leaves a large deficit to be met by direct 
taxation and increased internal revenue 
tares. 


As Mr. Geary Bays , it was forced 


through 
the committee by unusual 


.methods, and before the house was 
practically denied the right of amend- 
ment. 
Under these conditions 
Con- 


gressman Cieary thinks he was justified 
in voting hia convictions, and so do the 
pr Of Je of California who are not more 
partisan than patriotic.

from one of the most influential Demo- 
cratic lawyers in New Orleans,, and 
printed in the Timca, from which it 
would appear that sentiment in Louisi- 
ana is rapidly changing and that with a 
few more mistakes by the Democratic 
congress that state will be compelled in 
Mir defense to lake her utand with the 
Republican party:

There was a large assemblage of fruit 


growers at Kutner hall yesterday after- 
10011 to hear what Frank S. Johnson of 
San Francisco and Kdward Y. Adams of 
Santa Cruz had to offer in aid of the de- 
pressed condition of raisin and fruit 
growing. 


Mr. Johnson is the senior member of 


the Johnson-Locke 
Mercantile Com- 


pany, and bis partners, Messrs. Ixtcke 
and I'aton, accompanied him, and occu- 
pied seats on the stage. 


Mr. Adams is the manager of the 


State Fruit Exchange recently organ- 
ized at San Francisco, the directors of 
which were selected from tbc more im- 
portant fruit growing districts through- 
out the state. 
Mr. Johnson's plan, as elaborated 


yesterday, took into consideration the 
raisin industry only, while that of Mr. 
Adams was more comprehensive, and 
included all branches of fruit growing, 
including raisins, prunes, oranges and 
green and dried fruits generally in the 
scope of its operation. 


It was made plain that these two 


propositions were not necessarily antag- 
onistic; on the contrary, the raisin com- 
bination suggested by Mr. Johnson, if 
carried onCwould very properly Iwcomc 
one of the adjunct branches of the state 
exchange and would co-operate with tht> 
prune interest, of which San J»fe i? tit-.- 
n-nier, the orange interests of Kiveivi.U- 
ai:-i so on through the list. 


The general sentiment is that each 


particular branch of the fruit industry 
must by some means arrive at unison of 
action throughout the slate with regard 
to sustainim: prices, and at the same 
time co-opera'to 
with 
other special 


branches wherever l here tea community 
of interest. 


The meeting was called to order by D. 


T. Fowler, who staled its purposes, and 
the fact that two separate meetings of 
fruit growers bad been adjourned to 
that time and place by common consent, 
ami on motion Mr. Fowler was elected 
chairman and W. W. Phillips secretary. 


Frank S. Johnson was introduced and 


stated that he came here in response to 


tho iiiftLter ot Clinton pankinj:. When u
